Of all tho. monumonts of Peking none is more 
remarkable than the wall whic) surrounds it, 
hiv rampart 1s 9 triumph of architecture in its 
own way, for ino all, dimensions excopt longib 
jt exculs the Grost Wall of China its-t£. It ia 
sapporled at regular intervals by buttresses, 
and over the gates which pierce itanl in oth+r 
places ars erocted syairy towers with’ two or 
three enrvad roofs and rows of windowless 
apertares—stranze buildings, of little use in 
either peace or war, that seam to watch the 
city with mistrustful, hostile eyes. » Pekin, 
like Stamboul, bas shrunk, and the ontearmoat 
quarters ora in mang’ places depopulated. 
But -it--is -not- so much->this—whieh: 
makes the .wall look lonely . as ite 
masaive proportions and simplicity, It hae no 
kioship with the tiled and gilded pagodas, but 
seoms to be the haadiwork of another race —s 
monument of some bygouo military systom 
battered by newer artillery and no longer im 
preguable; but still imposing, as it coils roand 
the vily like some wounded levisthan—lonely, 
sullen, and implacuble. 

Peking isa city of horsem+u. Tn a streot 
of Canton a horse would be very like o bull 
in a china-shop, batchere riders perched on 
bigh esddles may bé seen everywhere, as well 
ag carriages aud strings of horaas laden with 
burdons. When traffic is regulated at, all, 
the nrrangoment is the opposite of ours, Horses 
and vehicles go at the sile of the road, fuot 

naseogerain the middlo,' It is said tliat the 
Vonoba pigtail is an imitation of the horse's

re remarkable than the Temple of Con- 
facing, though perhaps not mors buantiful, is 
the onclosure in the auth of the «ily known ag 
the Temple gr Altar of Heaven, whore tha 
Emperor offers aunual sacrifices to Hewen and 
his aneostors, ft-iso park of oyproas treds aud 
acacias. in which ore kept tle oxen usod: for 
sacrifioas. One. is first shown the Holl of 
Fasting, where” the “Emperor” spénds’ the 
night before the oaramony, which takes placa at 
dawa. It is,as befits its purpose, artistically 
nacotic aud contains ouly a (hroue, and a mi igai- 
fiosntly daevel screen, A. little farther on is 
another Hroup of buildioga, where ths sserifice 
ig offerod.

‘Tedgmoant, if true, is merited, for the conquosts 
of both the Mongols and Manchus wore an- 
doubtedly due to their efficiency’ as cavalry. 
.A large part of the population of Poking is 
composed of these races. It is not always 
ony to tell a Manchu from a Chinaman, though 
they have generally harder ond duller faces ; 
bul tha womon can be recognised at once by 
their feet, which ars not cramped, but are 
allowed to grow natarally. Thoy are aluo taller 
ond more stontly built thua (he Chiness woman, 
and show in their bowing that indopsndence 
whioh they are said to enjov in their fmily 
circles, It is to this raca that belongs that 
formidable old lady the Emproys Dowager —

Tf one lonks ‘at Peking from an eminenco— 
say, tho Dram ‘Tower in the north of the city— 
ong sees at once that it is nots collecion of 
hou-os which has gradua'ly grown up, but a 
camp laid out by Imperial order. Vo tho 
south lies the Chines: town; to the north of it 
are three eities, each with ils own wall, ona 
inside the other like boxea idvespuzzle Tao 
inn rmost is the Forbidden Red City, or 
Imperial Palioe; round this lies thy, Lauporial 
City, inhabited chi-fly by the depondents of tho 
Place; and round the Imperial City, in its 
turn, lies'the Tartar city, still called in Mongol 
Kbsmbalu, the Cumbsdue of Marco, Polo, 
An Impérial taste for spleudid buildings is 
also evident. The M-ogol and Manohn 
could not conquer the inveterate Chinese habit 
of filling a vark. with pavilions or shrines 
inatend of building ove large. castle or temple, 
but they managed to break away from the 
monolony of recurved roofs, as a goodly pros- 
pect of towors and pinnucles bears witness. 

he religious archit-cturo of Peking is much 
more Tudian than that of southora Cuins, for 
‘the’ Mongols brought. with them the Lamaistic 
form of Buddhism, whioh is snore under indian 
influences than other xeots of the sa ae religion 
that have developed in ‘hina, The Mauchus 
aviden'ty do not share Chiuese indifference to 
overorowding, Fivery house has-a courtyard, 
with at lnast ane tree growing in it, and hence 
when on» looka down on the city in summer it 
seams half-burivd in a forest. ‘Through it ron, 
at iutarvals broad roids, spanned here and thera 


geoen of the surrounding trees, and it would 
ba difficult to find daywhore a mora gorguous 
harmony of colour. : 

And yet when one looks: st thesa buildings, 
the impression which overpowers all others is 
not their beauty but the marks of neglect and 
decay, Grass and emall shrubs grow between tho 
stones of tle marble platfor og aad on the blue 
roofs ‘ho paths are almost obliterated by 
woods; the cmxtyards look .ike m-adows, ‘Tho 
marble is chipped, the tiles broken, the rod 
wood-n pillars and walls are cracked and 
seratched, Indeed the whol» scone suggests 
not so much a ovglec'el mera building oso 
well-ordgerved lt building overgrow. by ¢ 
jasgle. When the Emperor comes ‘an eff.rt, 
no duabt, is made 'o anti the plea in order, but

It might naturally bho suppowed that thia 
nogl-ct springs from a total indifference to the 
buildi aga and the coremonios p r-oraad in thom, 
but that isnot so, ‘Tho femple of Prayor for 
Grain was rebuilt about twolvo yoars ago at a 
cost: of millions, aid with great artistio skill, 
The cause is rather the peculiur attitude of 
the Chinese miad to national questiona, 
particularly such as oencera the tonrt, aad is 
of wide application. It seems natural that the 
Téomple of Heiven should be razardel as a 
national institatfon tika Wastmiuster Abbey or 
the shrin # of Isa in Japan, But euch ag idea 
neve Sitaria Chinaman’shead. his opinion 
itisthy Emporor's business to look after the 
place, and only European tomcists suom to think 
of visiting it.
